Into an Open flre after dark,* glves a
zest In the sunslifie of the day to cner-
getlo slghtseelng nnd to th«; enjoy-
inent of hotii land and water ploasttres
m ab(ind>n»iy ii.'forded, about the Hx-
posltlon Grounds.

But a few weeks now remain ln
ivhleh tln- thoiisunds of nearby people.
peoplo in the Virglnlas nnd Carollnas
.who have not yot vlcwed the com-
jHcteil expositlon may do so.

Vlew Krotn I'ler.
After H-eelng 'lhe exiiosltlon from

every polnt of vlew, those who know
lt bfcst have comit to betlovo that lt can
be beBt seen In Its archltcctural com-
plotenoss and symmetry from the arch
01 the Government Pfer. Horo one gets
the p<Tspectlve across a stretch of
shiminorlng wntcr, and wlth one swecp
of the eyo .may lake ln the maln group
of bttlldinKs, centred by the Audltorlum
nnd flttnkeel by lhe Government Build¬
lngs, wlth Education and Hlstory to
"Ither slde. The varlous comnTCrclal
exhlblt buildings do not appear ln thi-
group, belng back on the insldc: but
tlie whole group faclng tho water,
uretchlng for u half mlle or more, nn?
of permanent, heavy constructlon, and
many of them, bullt of brlck and slate,
Wlll stand for generatlons.

The tlme to get the most weird nnd
plcturesipie vlew of the expositlon Is
at 6 ln tho evening, wiien the lights
come on. and in, tho clear November
alr one needs to be- well wrapped up
against the. wlnd whlch whistles ln
the capes as the nlght eloses ln.

When tlir l-lnbts Come On.
If one reaches- the arch on the gov¬

ernment pler Just beforo « o'ciock the
darkness has already closed ln and the
grounds ato twlnkllng with lights. On
tlie flrst strokeW fi thoi-o rows of road
lights go out, and for an Instant the
grounds are ln darkness. Then on
every bulldintr a flne strenk of falnt
llght hocornes ,vl3lble. every angle and
roof tree of the gre-at buildlngs belng
followed'by a weird faint line of lights.
whlch In the darkness glves the effect
as being seen In a mlrror. As the
clock strlkes fi the Mirht- seem to In¬
crease on each stropc, until on the
flnal stroke the who|r> expanse of lhe
Kxposltion Ground* and overy building
from tower' to foiindatlon Is ablazc
Wjth myrlads of electrlc bulbs.
The slght ls one worth golng mile«

to see. especlalty when a moment later
the foun,tatn ln front of the Audlto.
rium optns up in its varlous colors ahd
shapes.
And then- from the centr* of th?

group of buildlngs eight great searcb-
tlglits point out toward the sky. Be¬
fore one can reallze it the pier Itself
Is ablaze wlth llght. Its columns re-
fiectlng over the water for a^long dls-
tance. almost to where in the darknes?
lt meets wlth the lights from the hat-
tleshlps at anchor.
To the rlght the great clock towet

»n Pennsylvanla State Bulldlng stands
glowing lu lights to its very top. every
ornamental comice havlng Its' row ol
electrlc bulbs.

Vlrglnla rallroadfi are offering spe¬
cial Inducements for travel to the ex¬

posltion durlng the closlng weeks. ane;
whlle tlie colder weather will no doubl
cut off much of the Northern and West¬
ern travel. the local patronage wlll
continue at the expositlon until the
end.
